REMARKS. 


It is customary in many retail businesses to have bargain 
counters to clear goods that seem desirable to let go at very 
cheap rates, regardless of cost, and this it is proposed to do in 
present catalogue. Many lots are offered at a sacrifice merely 
because they are bulky, take up too much space in limited safe 
capacity, and whole lines are abandoned for that reason alone. 
Other reasons are a desire to limit stock in the future almost 
entirely to choice United States coins, and to reduce stock very 
materially. 

As most of the goods are bulky, take time to pack for ship- 
ment and are offered below cost, every order is expected to be 
absolute sale unless some substantial reason can be given for not 
taking them after receipt. While willing to send singly priced 
fine coins from the $15,000 catalogue on approval, that privilege 
cannot be extended to present catalogue. In the case of large 
lots it is too often abused, collectors too often ordering with al- 
most no intention of purchasing, sometimes merely to see 
whether some rare coins or varieties may not have accidently 
been left in large lots, or as one collector was found to be doing, 
picking out scarce pieces and substituting inferior specimens. 
This rule is not iron-clad, however, and will be waived if satis- 
factory reasons can be given when ordering, but is absolute re- 
garding such items as the large lots of Ancient Coins, Foreign
